and university (such as curriculum, age of students, etc.) there exist, 
for the student, differences that are subtler and, in effect, farther 
reaching. It is wrong to suppose that university is an unbroken con- 
tinuation of the high school tradition; that the changes the stud- 
ent encounters upon entering university can be absorbed by him 
in the same way he met changes upon entering subsequent high school 
grads. Instead, university represents a serious break with the high 
school tradition, some of the features of which we shall now examine, 
examine. 

Fundamental Quality 

The fundamental characteristic 
of the college student must be his 
independence. Because of his re- 
lative immaturity the high school 
student must be watched, advised, 
chastised, pushed. Homework must 
be done on pain of imposition; 
there is hardly any choice in cur- 
riculum. These are all necessary. 
The change in university is ab- 
rupt, however. Tho freshman stu- 
dent is entirely on his own. Exter- 
nal influence is almost nil. Thus 
the university student must be 
self-responsible, and accept the 
blame for his failures, the credit 
for his successes. The high school 
Big Brother does not watch over 
him any more and, since Big Bro- 
ther is now non-existent, is blame- 
less. The occasional abysmal poor 
showing of freshmen in final exa- 
minations is due to the fact of a 
too late realization that he has 
not kept up with his studies. 

The college student must also 
exhibit an emotional maturity 



which was not required of him 
when and while he was in high 
school. This follows from the 
idea that an independent person 
must be emotionally mature, for 
only such a person can make de- 
cisions for himself that are not 
flippant. 

Intellectual Nursery 

• The high school is an educational 
institution. The university is this, 
and more. In its laboratories and 
libraries is carried on research into 
the frontiers of knowledge. The 
college student should be conscious 
that the university is an intellect- 
ual nursery; the ideas — political, 
economic, aesthetic, scientific — 
'that shape the pattern of future 
years are born there. The feeling 
that he walks among new, perhaps 
great ideas should stimulate the 
freshman; the realization that im 
portant research work is being 
carried on all about him should 
give him inspiration.
